pay fishermen a bounty on the collection of starfish for 
the protection of scallops and oysters. When the fisher- 
men caught them and broke off their arms and tossed 
them back into the sea, little did they realize starfish had 
the ability to not only grow arms, but can regenerate their 
whole body. No wonder they were so prolific in the ocean 
continuing to do damage. Starfish also have the ability to 
change color to hide from its enemies. 

In 1932 at a Town Meeting voters did not recom- 
mend funds for this purpose, but reconsidered at a Special 
Town Meeting with $1,000 — for the collection. Due to the 
fact Mattapoisett voted the $1,000, the state Division of 
Marine Fisheries allocated $3,000 to aid in the continued 
collection. 

Children love to walk the shoreline, especially the 
tide pools, to collect starfish. When they dry out, they die. 
Often they are used for making commercial gifts mostly in 
the Cape Cod area. They have no front or back. They can 
move in any direction without turning. They use a 
hydraulic system to move around or cling to rocks. A 
variety of starfish include leather stars, pink stars, knobby 
stars, and sunflower stars. 

In the 1940s the state Division of Marine Fisheries 
began a program of cooperation with the town to move 
quahogs and oysters from contaminated areas and replant 
them in a safer location. This program continues to the 
present time. Up until 1952, $190 was raised for the 
collection of starfish but as the years went by less empha-

sis was placed on paying for the collection. 
Now 

Marine biologist Gregory Sawyer of the state 
Division of Marine Fisheries explained the emphasis is 
now on eliminating the conch shells (big snails) often 
called whelk conch or knobbed welck, a definite threat in 
Buzzards Bay They are prevalent in the bay area and they, 
too, are a threat to oysters and scallops. Mr. Sawyer said: 
"To my knowledge, the starfish are still a threat but there 
are more important causes, such as red tide, oil spills, and 
pollution to concern the fishing industry.''

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

September 17, 2004 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, September 27 
at 7:02 pm by Chairman Gary Laboa. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Bradford Morse, 
and Town Administrator James Huntoon. Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere was not present for the 
meeting. 

The board agreed to hold approval of the Septem- 
ber 20 meeting minutes until Ms. Lafreniere returns next 
week. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon said they are now going to solicit formal bids for 
the leasing of a so-called Town Hall Annex. Since the sole 
proposal they have in-hand from the Rochester Woman's 
Club and Town Moderator Greenwood "Woody'' Hartley 
exceeds $25,000, under state procurement laws they need 
to file "Requests for Proposals (RFPs)" to solicit potential 
bids. 

"We know what the cost of leasing (the Rochester 
Woman's Club) is ... but there is also an office space 
(available) across the street," Selectman Nunes said. 

"The lease has to be favorable to the town," Mr. 
Huntoon said. "We have to have the right to walk away 
from a lease if need be. Under (the state procurement act), 
we can opt out of a lease. We could have gone the way we 
were going, but now the bid is going to be over $25,000 ... 
and we need to solicit RFPs." 

On another unrelated matter, Mr. Huntoon said 
they would need to go into Executive Session at some 
point to review the contract for the Communications 
Department which needs fine-tuning before being ap- 
proved. 

In other matters, Mr. Huntoon cited an e-mail

from Conservation Agent Laurell J. Farinon advising the 
town received a $1,307 payment from the hay farmer 
cultivating the fields at Eastover Farm. "This includes the 
per-bale fee for fields owned jointly by the town and 
(Massachusetts Land Conservation Trust)/' Ms. Farinon 
wrote. "We would prefer to reinvest the funds directly 
back into the fields in hopes of improving the crop for 
next year." 

Ms. Farinon noted it would cost about $2,800 to 
lime and refertilize the fields and the MLCT has agreed to 
make up the $1,500 difference. 

"I don't have a problem with it ... if someone is 
haying the fields, at least it will keep them looking good," 
Selectman Morse said.

"Fve been asking (Ms. Farinon) ... what parts of 
the property the public can access/' Selectman Nunes 
added. "People need to know if the property is under 
conservation, they can use it. Are they working to (put up 
signs) and (mark) trails)?'' 

"It takes time," Mr. Huntoon said. "We're just in 
our first year. They're working to get all that done." 

Mr. Huntoon informed the board that Suzanne 
Szyndlar has submitted a letter of resignation as she has 
accepted the Town Accountant's position in Mattapoisett. 
"That position has been posted," he said. "She will be 
missed." 

The board asked that a letter of appreciation be 
drafted and sent to Ms. Szyndlar for her past service to 
the town. 

The board then discussed their ongoing efforts to 
fund transportation for Rochester students who opt to 
attend Bristol County Agricultural School ("Bristol 
Aggie"). Due to a change in state law, local school districts 
are no longer mandated to fund these transportation 
costs, and there are at least four students from Rochester 
who wish to attend Bristol Aggie. 

Chairman Laboa said the board members met 
with ORR school officials, parents of students planning to 
attend Bristol Aggie, and members of the Rochester 
School Committee last week to hash this matter out. 

"We explained how important it was to us that 
the school offer transportation (to Bristol Aggie)," Chair- 
man Laboa said. "We suggested if the school was willing 
to fund part of it, we'd fund the rest. The School Commit- 
tee voted to transfer $5,000 from their budget for their 
share of the transportation for this year and I asked them 
to look into making that part of their budget (every year). 
Right now there are three students from Rochester and 
one is on a waiting list. We committed to it that night. The 
FinCom is discussing ... where the (town's) $5,000 is

NEW CAT CARE 

I have acquired a third cat and am wondering what 
veterinary care he needs? 

The first thing is to take the cat to your 
veterinarian and have him tested for Feline 
Leukemia Virus and Feline AIDS. If he tests 
positive for either of these viruses you w^ill have 
to decide w^hether you w^ant to risk exposure of 
your other 2 cats. If you decide to keep a 
leukemia or feline AIDS positive cat, he should 
be kept indoors so he doesn't interact with your 
neighbor's cats. All cats should be vaccinated for 
Rabies and Distemper as well as for upper 
respiratory viral infections.

Voter Registration 

Wednesday, October 13, 2004 will be the last day 
to register to vote in the upcoming November 2 election. 
The office will be open on that day from 8:00 am until 8:00 
pm. Anyone who is a citizen of the United States and a 
resident of Massachusetts and those who will be 18 years 
old on or before Election Day is eligible to register to vote. 
Those registering to vote using the mail-in registration 
forms must have their forms postmarked no later than 
October 13 in order to vote in the November 2 election. 

Because of a new federal law, the Help America 
Vote Act of 2002 passed by Congress, voters who register 
for the first time by mail will be required to show identifi- 
cation when they vote for the first time in a federal 
election. Those voters may either mail a copy of their 
identification to their local election office with their voter 
registration form or they will be required to show it when 
they vote on Election Day. 

Acceptable identification must include the voter's 
name and address at which they are registered to vote, for 
example: a current and valid photo identification, current 
utility bill, bank statement, paycheck, government check, 
or other document showing their voter's name and 
address. It is recommended that all voters bring identifi- 
cation.

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Memory Loss

The Forgotten. Starring Julianne Moore and Gary 
Sinise. Directed by Joseph Ruben. Running time: 91 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 
'Taramnesia/' a psychiatric term bandied about in The Forgot- 
ten, is more or less the reverse of amnesia — you ''remember'' things 
that didn't happen, suffering from the delusion that fantasies are 
real. I find myself wishing for a spot of paramnesia just now; I wish 
I could remember the last 91 minutes as a well-spent time at the 
movies. The Forgotten could then live on in my memory as either a 
plausible thriller grounded in reality, or a wildly implausible 
thriller that's at least fun to watch. But who wants to see — or 
remember — a wildly implausible thriller that's also grim and 
humorless? 

Director Joseph Ruben used to have a lot more fun at work. The 
witty horror-fantasy Dreamscape (1985) was his entry into the main- 
stream, and The Stepfather (1987) was some kind of dark-comic 
classic. Then he appeared to decide he wanted to make blandly 
uninvolving thrillers about threats to the family. The dull abusive- 
husband hit Sleeping with the Enemy (1991) and the rancid Bad Seed 
rewrite The Good Son (1994) displayed depressing evidence of a 
quirky filmmaker whose wit had deserted him, and now The 
Forgotten, Ruben's first film in five years, begins with the grief of a 
mother (Julianne Moore) whose nine-year-old son died in an air- 
plane crash. Where the movie goes from there is worthy of the 
wacky Ruben of Dreamscape, except it's all taken deadly seriously. 

Moore's memories of her son are challenged one by one — an 
altered photo here, an empty scrapbook there. Everyone around 
her, including baffled husband Anthony Edwards and patient 
shrink Gary Sinise, remembers nothing about her son; they insist 
that he never existed and that Moore suffers from, yes, paramnesia. 
But she knows they're wrong, you see; she knows. If, as Roger Ebert 
suggested, the movie left it ambiguous whether Moore was insane, 
we might 've had a worthwhile mind-blower here. But since Moore 
is the star, and this is a $42 million major-studio film, we can't be 
allowed to doubt the heroine, or ourselves, for even a minute. 

The plot clutters itself with standard paranoid cliches — the 
shadowy agents stalking Moore, the good cop (Alfre Woodard) 




who suspects that Moore is on to something (and who turns out to 
serve no purpose in the plot at all), and a blank-faced man (Linus 
Roache), whose character is named only "A Friendly Man" in the 
credits, who turns up every so often, looking most unfriendly. 
Moore finds another parent (Dominic West) whose daughter died 
in the plane crash; he has forgotten her, but has turned to the bottle 
to blot out . . . something. Eventually he believes Moore, and the two 
go on the run, sleeping together in motels without much sexual 
tension and improbably avoiding (and in one case, capturing) 
agents who presumably are trained for this sort of thing. West's 
character is a former hockey player, but the script doesn't even have 
the wit to show him body-checking one of the agents into a wall. 

Is the mystery explained? Oh, yes. A Friendly Man pops up 
again, like the paper-clip guy in Microsoft Word, to tell you every- 
thing you need to know. Some characters are abruptly vacuumed 
high into the air, as if aborted from the screenplay once they've 
outlived their usefulness (actually, going to the movies would be 
more fun if more films did this — half the cast of Sky Captain could 
get sucked into the ozone within the first reel); other characters are 
simply, no pun intended, forgotten, like the kindly neighbor woman 
(Jessica Hecht) who tells Moore "We should hang out more!" but 
then vanishes from the film after one other scene. Maybe she just 
really, really didn't want to hang out. 

By the end, everything is set right, like Ruben's other nuclear- 
family thrillers. I was reminded of another horror film concerning 
a mother surrounded by people who said she was nuts but who 
were actually conspiring against her; that movie was Rosemary's 
Bahy, which ended on an altogether more chilling note of mother- 
child reunion. Of course, the difference is that Rosemary's Baby is still 
regarded as a classic 25 years later, whereas The Forgotten will most 
certainly live up to its title.

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Springtime for Hitler

Leave it to Mel Brooks to take a 30-year-old film classic 
and successfully resurrect it as a bombastic staged musical 
comedy That's exactly what he did with The Producers, the 
highly-acclaimed and award-winning Broadway smash which 
is now running for a limited engagement at the Providence 
Performing Arts Center (PPAC). 

To be candid, I resisted seeing the stage version for some 
time given that Fm such a fan of Brooks' movie. For me, his 
hilarious 1968 feature film writing/ directing debut is one of 
the wittiest and funniest things he's ever committed to cellu- 
loid — tied for solid second with Blazing Saddles but falling 
just short of his all-time masterpiece Young Frankenstein. And 
the thought of anyone playing the roles pioneered by the late, 
great Zero Mostel and a very young but perfectly neurotic Gene 
Wilder didn't sit well, either (Of course. Brooks did find per- 
fect replacements in Nathan Fane and Matthew Broderick, re- 
spectively) 

Well, Fm happy to report all the buzz and accolades sur- 
rounding the theatrical version of The Producers are both well- 
deserved and justified. If you've yet to see this incarnation of 
Brooks' musical comedy, you're missing out on one of the sheer 
joys of contemporary theater 

With the exception of a few updated embellishments and 
the addition of several setpiece musical numbers to enhance 
its "theatricality," the staged show is remarkably faithful to 
the source film. The plot follows the story of down-on-his- 
luck theatrical producer Max Bialystock (Fewis J. Stadlen) and 
Feo Bloom (Alan Ruck), a mousy accountant. Together they 
hatch the ultimate scam: raise more money than you need for 
a sure-fire Broadway flop and pocket the difference. Unfortu- 
nately for them, their "sure-fire" theatrical fiasco is a show 
called Springtime for Hitler, which is so outrageous and incred- 
ible it is hailed as a brilliant satire and becomes a runaway 
smash. 

Along the way to Broadway they join forces with neo- 
Nazi scribe Franz Fiebkind (Fred Applegate), gay theater di- 
rector Roger De Bris (Fee Roy Reams), and sultry actress/ re- 
ceptionist Ulla (Charley Izabella King), who falls for the timid 
Bloom. By the time the show reaches its climactic opening night 
performance of "Springtime for Hitler" (with a marvelously 
fey Roger De Bris playing Adolph Hitler in lieu of an injured 
Franz Fiebkind), it's obvious we're in Brooks' hands as cos- 
tumed dancing girls cavort with giant pretzels and bratwurst 
bouncing on their heads! 

Stadlen is a polished song-and-dance man who captures 
the frantic desperation of Max Bialystock, although I did find 
his somewhat nasally voice grating at times. To these ears, 
Bialystock should have a more commanding and authorita- 
tive voice. Ruck, probably best known for playing opposite 




Producers alum Matthew Broderick in the classic Ferris Bueller's 
Day Off, fills his former co-star's shoes nicely in the Bloom 
role. 

Other standouts include Applegate, who nearly eclipses 
the great Kenneth Mars as the indelible Franz Fiebkind in 
Brooks' 1968 film version, and King, who first honed the role 
of Ulla on Broadway and now is making waves with the tour- 
ing company as well. At times she reminded me of Teri Garr 
in Brooks' Young Frankenstein, butchering words with her thick 
Swedish accent. 

Fest we forget this is a musical comedy, rest assured Brooks 
is as adept with notes and he is with punchlines, and the mu- 
sical numbers which pepper The Producers both complement 
classics like "Springtime for Hitler" (which was first penned 
for and performed in the 1968 film) and even surpass them. 
The new showstopper here would have to be "Keep It Gay," 
performed by Roger De Bris and his colorful group of live-in 
assistants who look like they've just walked off the set of a 
John Waters film. 

Unlike the tacky productions of Bialystock and Bloom de- 
picted in the show. The Producers is a worthy endeavor and 
something any investor would do well to support. 

Remaining performances in the limited two-week run of 
The Producers at the PPAC are: Thursday, September 30 at 7:30 
pm; Friday, October 1 at 8:00 pm; Saturday, October 2 at 2:00 
and 8:00 pm; and Sunday, October 3 at 1:00 and 6:30 pm.
